NEWSROOM NOTES - Many 
of us are creatures of habit—good 
and bad. One habit we think 
worth cultiv ating when you write 
a letter is the use of ZIP Code, 
yours in the return address and 
the ZIP Code of your correspon­ 
dent in the destination address. 


The Post Office Department has 
gone to great lengths to persuade 
business firms and indiv iduals to 
use ZIP Code as a means of im­ 
prov ing the efficiency of the Pos­ 
tal System and has designated the 
week beginning Oct. 10 as Na­ 
tional ZIP Week, with particular 
emphasis in the 302 cities big 
enough to require more than one 
ZIP Code. 


It is coincidental, but not ir­ 
relev ant, that National News­ 
paper Week spans the same 
dates. Speed and efficiency are 
important to this newspaper. A 
great v olume 
of 
mail 
flows 
through these offices including 
such items as syndicated col* 
urns, news and — yes, adv er­ 
tising copy. 


If this material arriv es late, it 
loses its timeliness. The same is 
true of at least some of the let­ 
ters you get in the mail, whether 
it be your Social Security check, 
or a notice of premium due from 
the insurance company, The time 
element becomes ev en more ur­ 
gent if you hav e been anxiously 
waiting for word from the battle- 
lines. 


We hav e some ev idence that 
mail deliv eries 
hav e 
improv ed 
since ZIP Code was 
introduced 
three years ago. Just to cite one 
example, our attention has been 
called to a letter sent airmail 
from Addis Ababa in Ethiopia. 
The name was incomplete, the 
Post Office Box number was in­ 
accurate and the letter was ad­ 
dressed to the wrong city. It ar­ 
riv ed at the correct address in 
two days — because it had the 
right ZIP Code number. 


ZIP Code is effectiv e 
now. 
It will become more effectiv e 
as more people use it, justify­ 
ing greater mechanization 
of 
the mails. We approv e, there­ 
fore, of Postmaster General 
O’Brien’s 
campaign 
to 
push 
ZIP Code, and we hope our read­ 
ers will cooperate in the De­ 
partment’s National ZIP Code 
Week.

The X-rays showed 
no trace of cancer, Dr. Hough­ 
ton said.

Three other 
persons inv olv ed in the experi­ 
ments died. 


Houghton says that Rink has 
not been pronounced cured of 
cancer. 
“ You don’t call a cancer pa­ 
tient cured until they go fiv e to 
ten years without any ev idence. 
It takes just a few cells to lie 
dormant and pop up again.”

CHICAGO—“The Master Plan 
is creating a state monopoly in 
higher edu cation,” Dr. Francis J. 
Brown, professor of economics at 
DePau l 
Univ ersity ,

Association 
for Personal Rights in Edu cation 
(NAPRE), Wednesday said in tes­ 
timony on Phase II of the Illinois 
Master Plan before the Illinois 
Board of Higher Edu cation. 
The recommended $1.1 billion, 
he continu ed, cou pled with the 
state-proposed 
ex penditu res 
of 
$1 billion du ring 1969 to 1971 and 
more than $1.1 billion from 1971 to 
1973, with the prospect of more 
spending in the fu tu re will “stu nt 
the growth or destroy or impair 
the q u ality of edu cation of ev ery 
priv ate college and u niv ersity in 
Illinois.” 
“We are not opposed to the 
bu ilding of any state schools nec­ 
essary to meet the needs erf the 
pu blic, bu t su ch bu ilding shou ld 
bear a reasonable proportion to 
the demand of a pu blic that wide 
ly enjoy s the free choice princi 
pie in the u se of tax -su pported 
tu ition grants,” Dr. Brown stated. 
The DePau l professor ou tlined a 
three-fold plan as an alternativ e 
to the phase of the Master Plan. 
“ First, the ex pansion of the Il­ 
linois State Scholarship Program 
to inclu de 10% of the high school 
seniors in each school y ear. 
“ Second, the enactment of a 
broad scholarship program similar 
to the New York Scholar Incen­ 
tiv e Plan. In this respect Slate 
Rep. John Allan Kennedy has re­ 
cently 
proposed 
a 
$42,000,000 
scholar incentiv e plan based on 
the free choice principle. 
“Third, the opening u p of all 
State scholarships, both u nder­ 
gradu ate and gradu ate, to u se by 
stu dents at the schools of their 
choice.

Grega rious Greek seismologist Anghelos Ga la * 
iMpootos, tha t mouthful notwithsta nding, is a n en­ 
ga ging ma n ea sier to understa nd thin his na me 
a nd title a re to pronounce. 
He is a fa mous Athens Univ ersity scientist who 
ha s spent his life trying to pla ce the “ lost conti­ 
nent” of Atla ntis. 
The Sov iet Union, not content with ha v ing in­ 
v ented the bicycle. Sha kespea re, motherhood a nd 
ba seba ll, a nouneed in September, 
1183, tha t M os c ow professor 
Georgiy Lindberg ha d loca ted 
Atla ntis. 
Ta ss, the Russia n news a gen­ 
cy, gloa ted to the world: “ Using 
new Sov iet ocea nogra phic tech­ 
niques the Sov iet Union ha s found 
Atla ntis. It is off Icela nd, in wa ­ 
ters three miles deep.” 
Ma d a s a pola r bea r in Texa s. 
Ga l a nopoulos sa id Just a bout wha t Genera l Me* 
Auliffe sa id a t Ba stogne: “ Nuts!” 
“ I will prov e tha t I ha v e found Atla ntis.” he 
a nswered from Athens, “ a nd tha t Atla ntis is 
Greek.” The echo of this defia nt 1163 bla st ca rried 
a ll the wa y to Woods Hole, Ma ss. 
It wa s high time. 
In 1836 a la rge v olca nic isla nd a rose from no­ 
where in the sea opposite southern Sicily. One a fter 
a nother the French. English a nd Nea polita ns pla nted 
their fla gs on it a nd cla imed it. But the struggle 
colla psed for la ck of a ba ttlefield. Shortly there­ 
a fter, returning to nowhere, the isla nd sa nk be­ 
nea th the wa v es. 
This grea tly refreshed the deba te a bout Atla n­ 
tis, for there is no ea rlier legend known to huma n 
We. 
From the time men first followed the a nima ls 
a cross the Ice of Bering Stra it to North America 
their tra v els were slow, for they ha d neither horses 
nor wheels a nd it wa s difficult to tra v el through 
the stea ming Jungles of Ala ska a nd our Pa cific 
Northwest a nd it wa s not until men rea ched Mexico 
tha t a high civ iliza tion wa s dev eloped in either the 
Northern or Southern Hemisphere. Yet tra ditions 
there hint of a n Atla ntis. 
When the Sa ha ra dried up a nd drov e its popula ­ 
tion to the riv ers a nd jungles of Africa , descenda nts 
htotod a t a n Atla ntia . Their legends pla ced it nea r

the Sa ha ra in the ocea n beyond the colums of 
Hercules (Gibra lta r), a nd ca lled it la rger tha n 
Libya a nd Asia Minor put together. Ara b geogra ph­ 
ers pla ced it simila rly in the era of the Phoenicia ns. 
Roma n historia ns mention a v a la nches during 
Ha nniba l's trip a cross the Alps in 218 B.C. a nd 
specula te a bout Atla ntis. 
Ta citus wrote: “ At the extremity of our hemis­ 
phere one ca n hea r the sound ma de by the sun 
sinking into the sea .” And he wrote a bout Atla ntis. 
Simeon of Syria , the first a nd most fa mous of 
the pilla r sa ints of the Middle Ea st through six 
centuries, sta rted on a pilla r nine feet ta ll a nd pro­ 
gressiv ely built his wa v to the top of a 56-foot 
column where he liv ed for the rest of his life. 
Simeon wrote of Atla ntis. 
The mystery, if it is tha t, a nd myth if it is not, 
held its momentum through the Da rk Ages. There 
a re references to the lost continent in the Era smus 
pa pers a t the Univ ersity of Ba sel in Switzerla nd. 
After the Rena issa nce the la nd ma ss a lso a p­ 
pea red repea tedly on 14th- a nd 15th-Century ma ps. 
Running into the 17th a nd 18th Centuries its 
existence wa s deba ted a nd sometimes a dmitted, 
ev en by Monta igne, Buffon a nd Volta ire. 
Ga la nopoulos ha d rev erted to Pla to, a good 
fellow-Greek. in 1963 — a nd ha s stuck with him. 
Pla to, who ga v e the fullest description of Atla ntis, 
spoke of a hill in a n a rea he ca lled Metropolis a nd 
described a moa t encircling this elev a tion. 
Ga la nopoulos cla imed the Greek isla nds, sca t­ 
tered throughout the entire Ea stern Mediterra nea n, 
a re the protra dbtg tops of v a nished Atla ntis a nd 
tha t the isla nd of Thera , north of Crete, is the 
remna nt of Atla ntis* ma in ha rbor. 
He enlisted Dr. Ja mes W. Ma yor of the Woods 
Hole Ocea nogra phic Institution in Ma ssa chusetts to 
explore for Pla to's Metropolis moa t a nd thus de­ 
mote Georgiy Lindberg a nd the Sov iet in the proc­ 
ess. 
Dr. Ma yor led a n America n-Greek tea m a boa rd 
the institute's resea rch v essel cha in. And on Sep­ 
tember 3 the tea m a nnounced to a distra cted world 
tha t it ha d found Pla to's moa t. Off neighboring 
Thera , a t a depth of 1.300 feet, a “ seismic profile” 
confirmed Ga la nopoulos a nd Pla to a like. 
Sputniks or not, Sov iet science often prefers 
to be irresponsible; it’s ea sier. And the Russia n 
people, you ca n be sure, will hea r nothing of this 
a t a ll.

“ We tha nk you for printing tha t 
letter a nd the mother for writing 
it. 


“ Our pa rents, too, ha v e worked 
ha rd to tea ch us the sa me kind of 
things a nd, you know, it is won­ 
derful to ha v e pa rents tha t will 
giv e the teen-a ger this much help. 


“ All teen-a gers ta lk ov er their 
pa rents with ea ch other a nd so 
ma ny of them sa y they wish their 
pa rents wouldn’t just giv e them 
money a nd a ca r a nd turn them 
loose to do a s they plea se, but ha d 
time to do things with them a nd 
ta lk ov er their problems. They 
sa y they env y those of us whose 
pa rents sometimes pla y golf a nd 
swim with us a nd let us inv ite a 
friend or two to go a long.

The percenta ge of women who 
work ha s been mov ing up gra d­ 
ua lly, from 31 per cent of work­ 
ing a ge women in 1947 to more 
tha n 38 per cent now. The trend 
la tely ha s been pronounced. 
In the pa st yea r more women 
tha n men were a dded to the ci­ 
v ilia n work force, a tota l of 878,- 
000 compa red to a tota l of 559,- 
000 for men a ged 20 or more.

Spanish courses were requqired: 
the elective subjects ranged from 
archaeology to folk dancing. AH 
went to school about three hours 
a day , five day s a week. 
Most of the group paid a little 
ex tra money and went on ex cur­ 
sions 
on 
the weekends. 
Near 
Mex ico City , the students saw the 
church at Guadeloupe and climb­ 
ed the py ramids at Teotihuaan. 
A native teacher volunteered to 
accompany students and acted as 
a guide, relating many historical 
facts concerning the ancient py ra­ 
mids and the life of the Indians 
of that period. In Mex ico City 
they saw Chapultepec Park, the 
Ballet Folkló rico, Xochimilco and, 
of course, 
a bullfight in Plaza 
Mex ico—the largest 
bullfighting 
arena in the world. 
Later they went to Tox co, fa­ 
mous for silver jewelry and Cuer­ 
navaca. The students spent the 
Fourth of J uly wekend in Acapul­ 
co with lodging at the Hotel Ca­ 
leta. It was possible to swim in 
the Pacific Ocean, go skin div­ 
ing or deep-sea fishing and danc­ 
ing. Students also saw the natives 
dive into the foamy waters of La 
Quebrada.
